economy for the sake of the taxpayers of the State.

Members of the Arizona State Hospital Board 

In compliance with the provisions of the Arizona State Code I 
herewith present the annual report of activities of the Arizona State 
Hospital for the fiscal year 1950-51, with statistical data covering 
movement of population, activities of the various departments and 
financial accounting. A study of these supplemental reports will 
give an overall picture of work done and how appropriations have 
been expended. 

Pursuant to recommendations made in the last annual report, 
your Board authorized the abandonment of the State Hospital Annex 
at the old Prisoner of War Camp near Florence. Transfer of patients 
from that site was effected in December. While that procedure re¬ 
sulted in a drastic overcrowding in the parent institution in Phoenix, 
it has resulted in the provision of much better care and supervision 
with a lowering of costs. 

Two receiving wards, begun last December, are approaching 
completion- These wards will provide facilities for the reception 
of new patients and relieve the acute hospital overcrowding. It will 
promote better environment for the adjustment of the newly-ad¬ 
mitted as well as furnish space and facilities for examination, study 
and classification. 

The quality and number of medical personnel has improved 
over previous years. This is largely the result of a change in the 
Medical Practice Law made by the last Legislature. This provides 
that doctors from other states may obtain license to work in the 
State Hospital without the necessity of securing a Basic Science 
certificate. It has resulted in the acquiring of better than average 
medical and psychiatric personnel and will continue to insure a 
competent staff. 

Our aim has been, and continues to be, the raising of standards 
to the point of securing acceptance by the American Psychiatric 
Association. This, we realize, will require the expenditure of a con¬ 
siderable sum of money. In the meantime and as a first step to such 
acceptance, additional space for the housing of patients should be 
high on the agenda. When you consider that more than three pa¬ 
tients are occupying space originally provided for two—that nearly 
1600 patients have to be housed and cared for in space normally 
allotted to less than 1000—you realize the extent of the overcrowding. 

A ward for the special care of our tuberculosis cases should 
be provided. Patients with tuberculosis often become mentally ill 
and require hospitalization in a mental hospital. What is happening 
to this tubercular condition while they are recovering from the 
mental illness that demanded their commitment? These cases require 
treatment for both conditions if the State Hospital is to cooperate 
with other agencies of the State in tuberculosis control. 

Special provisions for the training of nurses in psychiatric care 
should be considered. Nurses finishing training in general hospitals 
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are not eligible for registry as graduate nurses without psychiatric 
training. If they cannot get it at the only hospital in the State where 
it can be furnished they must go to other states. Is not this a ques¬ 
tion of providing educational facilities for this important group of 
professional people? A nurses' dormitory, including class rooms, 
is needed. 

While waiting for the major improvements just enumerated, 
many minor changes have been activated. Hours of restraint and 
seclusion of disturbed patients have been greatly reduced. The in¬ 
doctrination of new employees to a better understanding of methods 
of approach to their duties has resulted in quieter wards and better 
relationship between patient and attendant. Complaints of abuse 
have practically ceased. Through the efforts of a group of self- 
sacrificing women, the Gray Ladies of the Red Cross, television 
sets have been donated and installed in many of the wards, and more 
are to follow. A spirit of cooperation between all classes of em¬ 
ployees has replaced former antagonisms and personal cliques. 
Never have our public relations been better. Complaints from rela¬ 
tives and friends of patients have been reduced to an all-time 
minimum. 

These and many more improvements have been made. They did 
not depend on greater expenditure of public money—indeed, they 
have resulted in saving in many ways. Our hope is that this spirit 
continues and becomes the accepted pattern. 

In closing this report, I wish to make acknowledgment to you 
of the Board and the Staff and all employees, of my appreciation 
of the help I have received in trying to carry on the duties of Super¬ 
intendent. The tasks have not always been pleasant, but by keep¬ 
ing the goal of a better and more smoothly running institution in 
view, I feel that we have made definite advancement.

a. Consultations in behalf of the patients of the Arizona State 
Hospital and indigent out-patients with neuro-psychiatric 
and neuro-surgical disorders of the nervous system, and a 
qualified consultant service for the hospital laboratories of 
X-Ray, pathology, and electro-encephalography, 

b. Evaluation and specialized care of patients with epilepsy 
and those considered by the Staff to be suitable candidates 

for psycho-surgery. 

c. Providing material for a monthly Clinicopathological Con¬ 
ference for the Staff and medical profession, and to carry 
on a clinical research program in the field of nervous and 
mental diseases.
